TEL A — Likud, the centrist 
“will contest the “His- 
tadrut. elections with Gahal oc- 
eupying the first four places on 
the candidates list, the State List 
the fifth and the Free Centre 
sixth respectively. This ratio will 
hold for the entire Likud slate. 

This line-up was finally agreed 
upon yesterday after days of quib- 
bling. The negotiating committee 
opened with Ariel Sharon for Gahal 
offering the*two smaller partners 
seventh and eighth places, which they 
rejected, as they had a previous 
offer of ninth and tenth places. 
However, after prolonged wrangling, 
the five-six offer was made and ac- 
e2apted by the two amaller partles 
with the Gahal delegation divided. 

The majority of the Gahal mem- 
hers accepted — Mr. Sharon, Simha 
Erlich and Aryeh Dulezin for the 
Liberals and Benyamin Halevi for 
Herut. But Haim Landau of Herut 
ttigagreed, fearing that such a deci- 
sion might serve as a precedent for 
the Knesset list. It was later learned 
that Herut chairman Menahem Begin 
odvised Mr. Landay to back down. 

In other areas .there was little 
progress, due mainly to delaying 
‘actics of Free Centre's Shmuel Ta- 
mir, who argued that his party 
‘would only conclude its internal dis- 
eussions by Thursday. This evoked 
acme grumbling that he had pro- 
mised to finalize matters by yes- 
lerday. 

The Gahal proposition for an exe- 
cutive for Likud composed of eight 
for Gahal (four each for Liberals 
and Hervt) plus two apiece for 
the State List and the Free Centre 
and another one for the Land of 
Israel Movement was thus held in 
abeyance. The same applied in the 
municipal affaira committee where 
composition of the municipal lists 
is being delayed not only by the 
Free Centre but also by Herut 
reluctance to close the matter before 
agreement is reached in other areas. 

A tough day of negotiations lies 
ahead today, when the platform 
‘committee takes up electoral reform 
and direct mayoral elections.
